COMPENSATION 
CLAIMS — 


Owners of motor-vehicles 
which were requisitioned by Gov- 
eroment oor othe military in 
December iggt and in con- 
sequence, imagined themselves to 
avcupy a special position in’ the 
matter of compensation for. loss, 
have undoubtedly suffered a shacp 
shock in uie repudiation — of 
liability disclosed in official car- 
respondence last week. ‘The fact 
that a Government — spokesman 
has since explained that the re- 
jection of the claim was not so 
much a decision as a statement of 
the legal position hardly serves to 
modify the sense of ill-usape. Or- 
dinary cquity would seem to sup- 


port the argument that if Gov- 
ernment takes over the property 
of the individual in the exercise 
af compulsory powers “and that 
asa cesult it is lost or destroyed, 
compensation must be due to the 
owner. Unfortunately, the legal 
interpretation. of the relevant Or-

industry came to the Far East more 
recently than to other lands, the 
arising therefrom 
are less familiar, and governments 
have not yet developed that legisia- 
tion which clsewhere attempts to 
provide machinery for more equitable 
distribution, Uence,. the duty of ar. 
suring’ this falls mpse direcily here 
than élsewhere, on the shoulders of 
these who control and own wealth 
and the means of producing and dis- 
tributing, There may be many who 
read thin and say that it has no 
message for them, for they do not 
belong so the monied class: thes are 
neither capitalints nor manufacturers, 
A personal examination of’ your re- 
datiana with yoyr fellow human be- 
ings will reveal to most that they 
have some responsibility. You muy 
net have a great mass of workers 
in your divect cmploy, bur as a Gov- 
ermment servant, you have men uan- 
der you and have ‘some weight in 
determining their rate of remunera- 
tion: as a foreman or higher offictal 
in a business concern you have 
similar powers: you have at least 
domestic help ministering to your

Brains, Capital, Labour have gone 
to the formation of the product: each 
is-cqually necessary, and each is en- 
tided to Hts share, It is the holder 
of capital who has the control of 
this disteihution and he_ ix bound in 
junice and humanity to see, that an 
equitable ‘proportion comes‘ to: his 
partners, He is not only the owner 
of the product of his business, he is 
the steward of all the new wealth 
produced, and hax the duty of mak- 
ing certain that it fulfils its social 
purpose as well of securing his own 


profit, 
PRACTICAL STEPS | 


When we come to practical ap- 
plication of these principles, the first 
problem that = mects us that of 
-wages,—It_is— admittedly _a_ complex, 
one, requiring the co-pperation of all 
concerned to resolve it in a manner. 
salisfactary to all, The principle on 
which a solution is to be based will 
hely.towards this end. In making 
and’ carrying out .the contract, no 
advantage, should be taken of the 
economic power which circumstances 
may have! put in the employer's 
hands, Nor shotild the desperate 
need of the worker be the occasion 
of forcing downto” an inhuman 
minimum. This would be to act ac- 
cording to the ethics of the wolf- 
pack, where when an animal is down 
sil the others rush in to tear and to 
devour, It is‘a mistake easily made 


to consider that performance alono 
or efficiency Is the cetermining factor: 
it will, of course, help In fixing the 
higher rates given for special. skill, 
experience, and diligence: but it is 
not the measure. of the Jower cate- 
gory of wage. The worker -who 
tpends hiy day and gives of hl 
energy Je dependent on wages for hls 
entire livelihood. The man who pays 
him is, therefore, bound to sce that 
this remuneration — suffices not for 
mere day to day subsistence but that 
it is cnough to provide him with a 
decent human life, We may recall 
what I have alrendy said about the 
necessity of looking on the worker 
asa fellaw man, and it will be clear 
that his dignity as a human being 
entitles him to the means of a life 
where there in some measure of 
comfort, pleasure, and development. 
Nor can we be satisfied. with what 
suffices for the individual worker: he 
has the right as well as any other 
to found a family, to nourish and 
educate his children and since his 
whole physical energy is at the ser- 
vice of his employer, i¢ ix the latter 
who is bound to give a wage suffi- 
cient for this normal need of the men 
he employs, When calculating such 
a wage, the factors to be taken into 
account may be seduced to three: 
the’ needs of the worker and ‘his 
family: the state of the business: 
and the good of the community in 
which It ix situated, Complex though 
these are, we have already hte 
machinery In-our Labour Court and 
other social services‘to reach a fair 
result: but even in the areas which 
are not touched by this government 
activity, the employer = remains 
bound to reach an cquitable agree- 
ment with hia men. | 


AN OBLIGATION 


Nor is his duty ended when he 
has pald his men fairly. It tia atill 
required of him that he have some 
care of the moral and physical 
health of his workers, Pope Pius XI 
apeaks of factorics from which ‘dead 
matter comes out transformed and 
perfected, while men are degraded 
gnd corrupted.’ While observance of 
the :government's regulations for. the 
safsty of life and limb may meet 
moat of the hazards which threaten 
the men, it will be an obligation on 
those, responsible to sce that any 
other measures .which are needed 
should he. taken. Moral welfare de- 
‘mands that the youth ‘of different 
rex should not be associated in ‘such 
conditions an make it difficult for 
them to lead a clean Jife: nor should 
it be possible for foremen and others 
in authority to exact privileges to 
which they have no right, A weekly 
day of rest should also be allowed 
that they may restore their physics! 
and moral strength and perform 
their religious duties, f 

‘When all justice is fulfilled and 
the barriers to social peace removed, 
there.still_remainu_ the_need_of_a_cor-. 
dial good-will, of — benevolence of 
charity—not aolms-giving, but the 
genuine desire of understanding she 


needs of others and of doing the best |” 


we can to satisfy these, Only when 
there is such a spirit. amongst those 
who hold the wealth of the commu- 
nity in their hands will- social pro- 
Rtess keep pace with commercial and 
Manufacturing advance and a solid 
foundation’ be built of industrial 
peace.
